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Leprosy Cured with Kindness 
LAFF-A-DAY 
The World Today 
By James Marlow 


For almost 3,500 years leprosy has been 
known to men as the most fearsome of dis­ 
eases Lepers have been outcasts, pariahs, 
untouchables. In biblical times they were 
required to warn people to shun them by 
crying. “ Unclean’ Unclean!** In m o d ern 
usage the word “ leper*’ is used in figures 
of speech Implying something so loathsome 
that all contact with it shall be shunned. 
Lepers are still isolated and ostracized. 
Modern m an. m ore often than not, retains 
a superstitious loathing of leprosy. 
Certainly leprosy is an ugly disease to 
have. The appearance of its victims c h a n ­ 
ges horribly in later stages. But there is 
evidence that proper tre a tm e n t will cure a 
m ajority of cases, and the notion that it is 
highly contagious is contrary to all the 
evidence Leprosy, is one of the less con­ 
tagious of diseases. It hardly deserves the 
horror it inspires. 
What have all this horror and ostracism 
done to the lepers them selves? Lepers are 
h u m an beings. They have feelings. 
Men 
and wom en woo have been able to fight a n ­ 
other dread disease with courage and p a ­ 
tience have committed suicide or yielded 
to m adness not so m uch because they had 
leprosy as because they were treated as 
“ lepers 
That was bad enough. W h a t was worse 
w as that the widespread loathing of lep­ 
ers. it now appears, has been a m ain ob­ 
stacle to eliminating the disease. Dr, R a ­ 


mon Miquel. treating lepers in Thailand, 
doesn't lock them up in a leprosarium or 
shrink from touching them. 
They live norm al lives while receiving 
treatm ent. F reed of the m ental anxieties 
and other problem s of the institutionalized 
leper, they' improve much faster. 
Not only does the trea tm e n t speed cure, 
but it brings patients to the doctor. There 
are an estim ated 250.000 cases of leprosv 
in Thailand, most of whom shunned tre a t­ 
ment because it would involve virtual im- 
pirsonment. lf enough of those cases can 
be reached on an outpatient basis, t h e 
source of infection can be rapidly reduced 
and the elimination of leprosy will be in 
sight. 
Dr. Miquel uses modern drugs in h i s 
treatm ent, but his most important m edi­ 
cine is one that hadn't been tried before — 
kindness. After 3.500 years, it is beginning 
to be realized that leprosy can be cured 
with kindness. 
How m any of the world's other ills might 
be susceptible to the sam e therapy?
